Kriz told a reporter he will 
avoid, if at all possible, any cuts 
in expenditures for garbage 


and rubpish collections, since he | 


considers these services the 
most essential ones provided by 
his department, 

The $1,000,000 reduction was 
the second ordered by the Esti- 
mate Board in expenditures of 
@ major city department as a 
result of a financial emergency 
engendered by the Board of Al- 
dermen’s failure to pass the ap- 
propriations measure for the 
eurrent fiscal year. The Pub- 
lic Welfare Department has 
been directed to make a similar 
cut. 

The aldermen, who had a 
stormy meeting yesterday, were 
stormy meeting yesterday, met 
again today, but took no action 
on the financial emergency 
pending action by a citizens 
committee named to seek new 
sources of revenue. 

Budget Requests. 

Kriz had submitted a budget 
of $5,311,842. The budget re- 
quest included $1,235,000 for 
street maintenance; $949,900 for 
street cleaning; $592,800 for 
traffic division; $1,085,750, rub- 
bish collection, and $705,850. 
garbage collection. These were 
the major items, 

Kriz said he was seeking 
funds for purchase of new 
trucks for use of the rubbish 
division. 

“We are going to buy some 
new trucks or we will find our- 


selves not collecting,” he stated. | 


“The trucks are now 10 years 
old and some are beyond repair. 
A. few of them are unable to 
full loads now.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcl 

I believe it is high time we had 
some earnest discussion on a new 
farm program. Everybody admits 
the one we have isn't working. 

Farmers cannot prosper under 
acreage or production restrictions. 
Neither 90 per cent nor flexible 


price supports will work because of . 


the farmers’ ability and inclination 
to increase production. 
The Soil Bank is a plain subsidy 
and must not be continued for long. 
There is just one kind of wealth 
—and that is production. For ef- 
ficiency, farmers must be allowed to 
rotate crops and control their own 
production. 
Then what kind of a farm pro- 
; gram will enable farmers to prosper 
~» and keep the economy of rural dis- 
, tricts on a par with the rest of the 
» economy?

‘~ When the Crop Reporting Service 
issued the final estimate of a specific 
crop, the Government could then 
declare the percentage of that crop, 
if any, not needed for consumption.

‘liver it to a warehouse designated 
by the Government, the Government 
, to dispose of it through exports or

The Gov- 
“ernment would not be allowed to 
ssell these products to the trade in 
“any case, unless the demand was 
such that parity prices,.plus carry- 
ing charges, could be received.

* Low farm prices have caused de- 
pressions before and they will again. 
, Under this program, our need for 
consumption at present would give 
the farmer good prices for enough 
of his products to keep him pros- 
‘ perous.

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Principles for Metro 

Citizens of the Miami-Dade county area of: 
Florida have created what may be the first truly 
metropolitan government anywhere in the United 
States. Since the St. Louis area eventually may 
be interested in following the same general ap- 
proach, some of the principles on which the 
Dade county plan is based are worth extracting. 

First, the Dade county metropolitan plan pre- 
serves the integrity of each of the 26 municipali- 
ties, including the core city of Miami—which is 
and has been all along an integral part of the 
county. That made the problem somewhat sim- 
pler than the one that exists here, with St. Louis 
functioning as both a city and a wholly inde- 
pendent county... 

Second, no new layer of government is cre- 
ated. The new metropolitan government has been 
substituted for the old Dade county government, 
which in large measure was merely an admin- 
istrative arm of the Florida Legislature—much 
as St. Louis county was of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture before adoption of its “home rule” charter 
in 1950. Dade county now enjoys home rule, too. 

Third, a device to insure maximum govern- 
ment efficiency-was set up. The old frame of 
county government was junked and the Council- 
Manager frame adopted. Here at least Dade 
county is miles ahead of St. Louis county which 
took home rule but hung on to much of its 
horse-and-buggy administration. The Dade 
Commission ‘council) will operate under a 5-5-1 
plan, with five commissioners elected from the 
county at large, five others from individual dis- 
tricts and one from Miami. Thus local and area- 
wide interests are brought into a kind of balance. 

Fourth, the metropolitan county enjoys auth- 
ority to require its municipalities to meet mini- 
mum standards of service in such areas as police 
and fire protection and public utilities. St. 
Lows county enjoys no such power, although it 
can contract with its municipalities for the per- 
formance of individual municipal services if the 
municipalities are willing. 

Fifth, the county may perform municipal fune- 
tions within its cities when they fail to meet 
county standards or when they ask the county to 
take over. Requests for county action can origi- 
nate either through a vote of the people in an 
election called by the county, or through a for- 
mal request by a municipal governing body, such 
request being subject to the referendum. 

Sixth, the county's unincorporated areas will 
pay their own way for municipal services they 
demand, The county can set up special-service 
tax districts to provide service in unincorporated 
areas and collect from those who benefit. In 
St. Louis county, all residents—including those 
of municipalities—support police service, for ex- 
ample, in the unincorporated areas. In effect, 
St. Louis county’s unincorporated areas are en- 
joying a kind of free ride, 

Seventh, the traditional county functions of as- 
sessment and tax collection have been centered 
in the county government. This eliminates the 
Miami assessor and tax collector and ends some 
governmental overlap. Both St. Louis and St, 
Louis county have their own assessors and col- 
lectors, and many county communities also sup- 
port their Own asséssors and collectors. 


Dade county's needs are not those of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area, of course. Even so, 
many of the principles on which the Dade county 
plan is based certainly are applicable here. Re- 
gardless of what the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey may recommend with respect to St, Louis- 
St. Louis county relations, the need will exist to 
improve St. Louis county's charter. When St. 
Louis county gets around to making the neces- 
sary revisions, it can take a leaf or two from 
the Dade county plan. 
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A Governor for Auto Ads 

In addition to giving up any’ connection with 
auto racing) Which emphasizes speed in a physi- 
cal way, the Automobile Manufacturers Associa- 
tion hopes to give up advertising based on speed 
and horsepower, which emphasizes speed none 
too subtly for the general public. 

Nobody has determined the exact effect of 
such advertisifig on readers and motorists.

So the manufacturers now suggest that. the 
public be encouraged to judge cars in terms of 
“useful power and ability to afford safe, reliable 
and comfortable transportation.” That is what a 
car is for; it should not be a secret. It is time 
to give safety and reliability the “hard gell,” 
and leaders of the auto industry should gain 
wide public approval in making the effort.

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Four Sides to the Gas Issue 

The line-up of forces contending over the oil 
gas lobby’s latest attempt to weaken federal 
regulation of natural gas is now complete; the 
lobby is for the bill, the Administration is for 
two amendments, the head of the Federal Power 
Commission is for one amendment and against 
the other and consumer representatives are 
against the whole thing. 

On May 7 the Administration startled the oil- 
gas group when Charlies H. Kendall, Office of 
Defense Mobilization counsel, advocated two 
amendments. One would let the FPC consider 
production costs in fixing gas producers’ prices 
charged to pipelines. The other would let FPC 
review “escalator” clauses and other contractual 
devices for future price increases. 

FPC Chairman Jerome Kuykendall has now 
come out for the first amendment but against 
the second. He says it would be inequitable 
for his agency to review contracts calling for 
future price rises and not contracts calling for 
fixed prices. 

It is true, of course, that the FPC would of- 
fer greater protection to gas consumers if it 


: 


reviewed all kinds of contracts. But the kind 
that threatens the greatest unregulated price 
inéreases is the contract based on the escalator 
clause, and Mr. Kuykendall’s position offers no 
prospect of regulating even these contracts.

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A Look at Trade With China 


There is a healthy movement afoot in Con- 
gress to consider the relaxation of restrictions 
on trade with Communist China, and it received 
a considerable impetus from President Eisen- 
hower’s remarks on the subject at his recent 
news conference. 

The President, after reviewing the arguments 
for and against trade with China, declared that 
he “personally” is of the school that believes 
trade in the long run cannot be stopped. He 
does not see as much advantage as “some peo 
ple” do in maintaining a total embargo on China 
while we permit a good deal of trade with 
Russia. 

These views were reported to have shocked 
officials of the Chiang Kai-shek government-on 
Formosa. So the result may be a corrective 
statement at the President's next news confer- 
ence, designed to swing the balance the other 
way. But meanwhile this country has learned 
in a general way how Mr. Eisenhower's own 
views lean. As very often happens, they lean 
in the direction of common sense. 

One of the most curious things about the 
President is his apparent ability to regard him- 
self at times as almost a spectator of the presi- 
dency. During his disguisition on trade with 
China, he could present both sides of the argu- 
ment and then in an Incidental way offer his 
own opinion without ever seeming to consider 
that as the head of the Government it is up te 
him not merely to have a personal view but to 
establish a policy. 

Whether or not the President establishes one, 
his Administration is bound to have a policy on 
China trade. Just now that policy is one of 
total embargo. When the President reveals that 
he himself is not in agreement with this ap- 
proach, he is only emphasizing the fact that he 
has allowed policy to be formulated by some- 
body else—by Assistant Secretary of State Wal- 
ter Robertson, perhaps, who makes no bones 
about his personal opinion that total embargo 
is the right policy on China trade. 

Chairman Warren Magnuson of the Senate 
Commerce Committee says hearings will be held 
soon on the question, Senators Knowland and 
Bridges, the faithful sponsors of Chiang Kai- 
shek, promise “rough treatment’ for any sug- 
gestion that the trade bars be lowered. But 
Senators who are not precommitted to one side 
of the question or the other would undoubtedly 
agree that the time for reappraisal has come.

President Eisenhower's inaccessibility to many 
members of Congress has brought a sharp re- 
buke to the Chief Executive from Senator Mur- 
ray of Montana. He expresses resentment over 
the President's refusal to grant an audience re- 
quésted by seven Senators from the Pacific 
Northwest.

_Seme much needed cold water has been 
thrown on the groups which have been generat- 
ing a fervid emotionalism in the case of William 
S. Girard, the American soldier charged with 
killing a Japanese woman. 

Congressmen with an ax to grind, veterans’ 
organizations and relatives and friends of Girard 
have been asserting that he should not be tried 
in Japan, that the Army “is selling him down 
the river” and that his constitutional rights have 
been violated. But new Girard and his lawyer, 
Maj. Stanley Levin, Army counsel, refute these 
protests, Maj.

The Budget Bureau has turned 
thumbs down on a plan under which, 
by spending roughly half a billion 
dollars only once, the nation’s armed 
forces could save on the order of five 
billion dollars each year indefinitely, 

It was the proposal by a brainy De- 
fense’ Department committee, headed 
by Genetal Electrie:President Ralph J. 
Cordiner, for saving the high cost of 
training technicians needed in modern 
Warfare By paying them enough to keep 
thenmr in the services. 

It represented the first significant 
departure in our history from the no- 
tion that every military person of the 
same rank should receive the same pay. 
It was designed to eliminate the ob- 
vious dangers inherent in a situation 
which finds men of relatively unskilled 
qualifications re-enlisting twice as often 
as those whose dearly purchased skills 
are so necessary to maintenance and 
operation of modern weapons. 

Possibly. the scheme might not have 
worked since a big unknown factor was 
its impact on.the morale of the mass of 
soldiers, seilors and airmen who would 
not benefit under it. But on the other 
hand only a fool can fail to recognize 
that vast changes in warfare are in 
progress and that to make believe they 
are not happening is_folly. 

There is much about the revolution 
of warfare:to. suggest that large bodies 
of eomparat unskilled men are a

thing of the past or at the very least 
are on their way out.

Fortunately, however, Defense Sec- 
retary Wilson thinks highly enough of 
the idea to have announced that insofar 
as present budgeting permits he is go- 
ing ahead with it anyhow. This limited 
application will cost $49,000,000 the 
first year and will put more than 350.- 
000 skilled men in line for raises of 
from $12 to $50 a month. 

Moreover, strong support is develop- 
ing in Congress pointing in the direc- 
tion of overriding the Budget Bureau 
veto. Significantly a prime mover in 
this support is Missouri's Democratic 
Senator Stuart Symington, a former 
Secretary of the Air Force whose views 
on armed forces legislation lave pretiy 
consistently made sense. 

As someone has pointed out, a B-52 
grounded for want of maintenance or a 
crew able to fly it might as well not 
have been built. 

Secretary Wilson is to be praised 
for his broad view of the problem and 
his willingness to tackle it to the limit 
of resources now within his control. 
While he is thus engaged in what 
amounts to a pilot plan no effort should 
be spared in the fight to make the 
Cordiner ‘report one of.the permanent 
foundations of our military pay policy.

Treaty Well Recalled 


BREST -LITOVSK: THE FORGOTTEN 
PEACE, MARCH 1918, by John 
— (Macmillan, 478 -pgs. 
8.50.) 


“Brest-Litovsk: The Forgotten Peace,” 
which first appeared in 1938 and ‘is 
now in reprint, belies its tithe by prev- 
ing that skillful narration, fascinating 
portraiture and extensive historical re- 
search can combine to make the “for- 
gotten” a vivid and memorable image 
of the present. , 

The treaty which the Germans and 
the novice Bolshevik rulers of Russia 
signed in March 1918, seemed memor- 
able enough at the time, as it
